Intrepidity of an American! Officer.

Origin of Music and the Lyre.—The 
Hermes of Mercury of the Egyptians, sur- 
named ‘Trismegistus, or thrice Ilustri- 
ous, who was, according to Newton, the 
secretary to Osiris, is reported to have 
been the inventor ofmusic, according to 
Apolloderus, under the following circum- 
stances :—The Nile having overflowed 
its banks, and inundated the whole coun- 
try of Egypt, on its return to its customa- 
ry bounds, left on the shore various dead 
animals, and among the rest a tortoise, the 
flesh of which being dried and wasted by 
the sun, nothing remained within the shells 
but nerves and cartilages, and these being 
tightened and contracted by the drying 
heat became sonorious. Mercury, walk- 
ing along the banks of the river, happen-| 
ed to strike his foot against this shel!, and 
was so pleased with the sound it produced 
that the idea of the lyre suggested itself to . 
his imagination. The first instrument he: 
constructed was in the form of a tortoise, 
and was strung with the dried sinews of 
dead animals. There is something bean- 
tiful in this allegory, which leads us into 
a conception of the energetic powers of ' 
human mind in the early ages of the world , 
thus directed to a discovgry ofthe capa- 
bilities of Nature by the fingers of Omni- 
potence in the form of accident.

Dog and Goose.—A Canadian goose 
kept lately at East Barnet, in Hertford- 
shire, was observed to attach itself in the 
strongest and most afiectionate manner 
to the house dog, but never presumed to 
go tothe kennel, except in rainy weather. 
When the dog barked, the goose would 
cackel, and run after the person she sup- 
posed the dog barked at, and try to bite 
him at the heels. Sometimes she would 
attempt to feed with the dog; but this 
the dog who treated his faithful compan- 
ion with indifference, did not suffer. The 
bird would not ge to the barn with the 
others at night, unless driven by main 
force; and when in the morning they 
were turned into the field, she would nev- 
er stir from the yard gate, but sit there 
the whole day in sight of the dog. At 
length ordérs were given that she should 
no longer be molested. Being thus left 
to herself, she ran about the yard with 
him all night; and what is particularly 
remarkable, @Whenever the dog went out 
of the yard and run into the village, the 
gouse always accompanied him, contri- 
ving to keep up with him by the assis 
tance ofher wings; and in the way o 
running and flying followed him all over 
the parish.— This extraordinary affection 
of the gonse towards the dog, which con- 
tinued till hig death, two years after it 
was first observed, is supposed to have 
originated in his having saved her life 
from a fox, in the very moment of dis- 
tress. Whilst the dog was ill, the goose

would not allow any one to approach it, 
except the person who brought the dog’s 
or her own food. The end of this faith- 
ful bird was melancholy, for when the dog 
died, she would keep possession of the 
kennel ; and a new house dog being in- 
trodaced, which in size and colour resem- 
bled that lately lost, the poor goose was 
unhappily deceived, and going into the 
kennel as usual, the new inhabitant sei- 
zed her by the throat and killed her.
